Several  years,  agoj  the  Convention  went 
on  record  against  j the  advertising  in  the 
Convention  Auditorium  of  any  publica- 
tions whatever.  {This  expressed  wish 
should  lx*  rvsijieeteil,  even  by  brethren  who 
wish  to  sell  thjeir  books. 

Of  course,  iiobodL*  enn  report  I)r  Gain- 
brell.  He  reviews  the  struggle  for  soul  lib- 
erty. The  first  Bajptist  in  the  world  was 
named  John  and  he  was  sent  of  God.  He 
did  not  always  get  (along  with  the  author- 
ities— he  started  tile  struggle  for  religious 
lilicrtv  which  is  notj  finished  vet.  There  is 
a vast  difference  Ixjtween  religious  liliertv 
and  religious  toleration — the  one  gives  us 
the  ri  'ht  towiorshi  i 0<k1  or  not  as  we  may 
choose,  while)  the  « ther  gives  us  the  right 
to  do  so  only  jas  wje  get  permission.  The 
Baptists  have  fought  for  this  soul  liberty 
from  their  begjuining,  and  when  they  could 
not  contend  for  it,  they  have  gone  to  jail, 
arid  carried  on  thenj  work  there.  This  glo- 
rious republic  of  ours  is  founded  upon  soul 
lilx*rty,  and  Bfiptistis  have  always  contend- 
ed lor  it,  much  of  trie  time  all  alone. 

George  Washington— and  I suppose*  you 
have  heard  <>j  him— (said  that  in  the  Ameri- 
can revolution,  evtiiy  Baptist  was  on  the 
side*  for  inde|ieudende,  and  it  has  ever  lx*en 
so.  Nearly  alt  the*  denominations  are*  help- 
ing us  now.  Indectl  they  are  helping  us  so 
earnestly  than  they!  do  not  seem  to  know 
that  there  way  a tithe  when  they  did  not 
stand  with  us— but  Uhere  was  such  a time, 
and  not  so  lopg  ago]  either. 

What  we  wimt  to!  know  is  what  to  do 
with  our  liberty.  Wjr  must  use  it  for  the* 
education  anti  strengthening  of  ourselves 
and  the*  whole  human  race.  If  we  can 
learn  that  we  have  Ihe^  responsibility  of 
carrying  this  idea  alound  the  world  and 
teaching  il  toeverv  cr  *ature,  without  hold- 
ingup,  until  the  shackles  of  political  and 
religious  tyranny  ha  re  been  struck  from 
the  hands  and  consciences  of  every  child  of 
the  race,  then  it  wi  I be.  that  we  have 
eangh:the  vision  ot  Sod’s  good  pleasure 
concerning  us  and  continued  existence  in 
the  world  from  John  1 ntil  now.
